At Least 29 Killed in Flash Floods 



Rescuers hope they 
won’t find bodies as 
river waters recede 

Nashville, Tenn. 

The dark waters of the Cumberland 
River slowly started to ebb Tuesday 
as residents who frantically fled the 
deadly flash floods returned home 
to find mud-caked floors and soggy 
furniture. Rescuers hoped they 
would not find more bodies as the 
floodwaters receded. 

The river and its tributaries had 
flooded parts of middle Tennessee 
after a record-breaking weekend 
storm dumped more than a foot 
of rain in two days, rapidly spill- 
ing water into homes, roads and 
some of Music City’s best-known 
attractions. 

At least 28 people were killed 
in Tennessee, Mississippi and Ken- 
tucky by either floodwaters or tor- 
nadoes. Water submerged parts of 
the Grand Ole Opry House, con- 
sidered by many to be the heart 
of country music, and the nearby 
Opryland Hotel. 

The flooding caught many here 


by surprise, and efforts to warn 
residents to not drive on flooded 
streets were hampered by power 
outages. As the water began to 
recede, bodies were recovered late 
Monday from homes, a yard and 
a wooded area outside a Nashville 
supermarket. By Tuesday, the flash 
floods were blamed in the deaths 
of 17 people in Tennessee alone. 


including nine in Nashville. 

Hundreds of people had been 
rescued by boat and canoe from 
their flooded homes over the past 
few days. It remained unclear how 
many — if any — people were miss- 
ing in Tennessee. 

“Those in houses that have 
been flooded and some of those 
more remote areas, do we suspect 


we will find more people? Proba- 
bly so,” Nashville Fire Chief Kim 
Lawson said. “We certainly hope 
that it’s not a large number.” 

Damage estimates in the region 
range into the tens of millions of 
dollars. Gov. Phil Bredesen declared 
52 of Tennessee’s counties disaster 
areas after taking an aerial tour of

No Easy Fix for Oil Leak 



Engineers are trying 
difficult maneuvers 
to stop deep-sea spill 

Port Fourchon, La. 

It is a job that requires the exper- 
tise of a rocket scientist and the 
precision of a surgeon. 

Engineers are racing to stem the 
disastrous oil leak a mile beneath 
the Gulf of Mexico, relying on a 
series of highly technical — and 
in some cases unprecedented — 
maneuvers. 

They have deployed an arma- 
da of remote-controlled subma- 
rine robots that are essentially 
turning wrenches to try to repair 
malfunctioning equipment and cap 
the leak while spraying chemicals 
from a wand into the muck to dis- 
perse the oil. Men in hard hats are 
putting the finishing touches on a 
contraption the size of a four-sto- 
ry building that will be lowered 
to the floor of the Gulf to capture 
some of the escaping oil. 

Crews have also begun drilling 
a new well sideways into the gush- 
er of oil so that they can plug it up 


with concrete. But that solution 
could take three months to com- 
plete as they dig 13,000 feet below 
the seafloor — the length of more 
than 10 Empire State Buildings. 

“The challenge is unprecedent- 
ed,” BP spokesman John Curry 
said Tuesday. 

The disaster began two weeks 
ago with an explosion and fire that 
killed 11 workers aboard a drill- 
ing platform. The well is spewing 
an estimated 200,000 gallons of 
oil per day. 

Crews are working around the 


clock to keep the spill from reach- 
ing the fishing towns and beaches 
that line the Gulf Coast. 

The effort that has the best 
chance of success in the short term 
is the installation of a rectangular 
containment dome that BP hopes 
to lower into the Gulf by Thursday 
to cover the biggest of the three 
underwater leaks. 

The concrete-and-steel struc- 
ture is 40 feet tall, weighs near- 
ly 100 tons and is outfitted with 
valves and pipes that will funnel 
the crude oil into a tanker, (ap)

The division of Johnson & Johnson 
that has recalled 43 types of over- 
the-counter medicine for infants 
and children received complaints 
from the public about the prod- 
ucts a year ago but failed to prop- 
erly follow up, according to feder- 
al investigators. 

In addition, the company knew 
that raw materials used to make 
children’s and infants’ Tylenol 


were contaminated with “organ- 
isms” but allowed those contam- 
inants into the finished product, 
investigators found. 

Documents released Tuesday 
afternoon by the Food and Drug 
Administration flagged 20 prob- 
lems noted by its investigators in 
the past two weeks, as they exam- 
ined the Fort Washington, Pa., 
manufacturing plant owned by 
McNeil Consumer Healthcare. 

McNeil said in a statement Tues- 
day that it has suspended oper- 
ations at the plant until it “can 
assure the quality of products 
made there.” 

The FDA investigators noted a

string of defects in McNeil’s qual- 
ity-control methods and manufac- 
turing processes, from a failure to 
track customer complaints and spot 


trends that may signal systemic 
problems to a lack of written pro- 
cedures and a failure to adequate- 
ly train employees. 

FDA officials said that McNeil 
received 46 complaints between 
June 2009 and last month about 
“foreign materials, dark specks” 
in some of the medications pro- 
duced at the facility but did not 
fully investigate the problem. 

McNeil announced late Friday 
that it was recalling a vast portion 
of the pediatric medicines produced 
at the plant — including popular 
brands such as Tylenol, Motrin, 
Zyrtec and Benadryl, lyndsey

Confessions of a Plotter 


The Times Square bomb suspect says he trained in Pakistan before failed attack 


New York 



A Pakistani-born U.S. citizen was 
charged Tuesday with terrorism and 
attempting to use a weapon of mass 
destruction in the botched Times 
Square bombing. The government 
said he confessed to receiving explo- 
sives training in Pakistan. 

Faisal Shahzad — the son of an 
air force officer in 
a wealthy Paki- 
stani family — was 
arrested Monday 
night, pulled off 
a plane that was 
about to fly to the 
Middle East. 

According to 
the complaint, 
Shahzad con- 
fessed to buying 
an SUV, rigging it 
with a homemade 
bomb and driving 

it Saturday night 

into Times Square, where he tried 
to detonate it. 

In Pakistan, intelligence offi- 
cials said several people had been 
detained in connection with the 
Times Square case. But a law 
enforcement official briefed on 
the investigation told The Asso- 
ciated Press the FBI is not aware 
of any arrests in Pakistan related 
to the case. 

Shahzad admitted to receiv- 
ing bomb-making training in 
Waziristan, the lawless tribal region

where the Pakistani Taliban oper- 
ate with near impunity, but there 
is no mention of al- Qaeda in the 
complaint filed in Manhattan fed- 
eral court. The complaint said he 
returned from Pakistan in Febru- 
ary, telling an immigration agent 
that he had been visiting his par- 


ents for five months and had left 
his wife behind. 

“Based on what we know so 
far, it is clear that this was a ter- 
rorist plot aimed at murdering 
Americans,” Attorney General Eric 
Holder said. 

Shahzad was on board a Dubai- 


bound flight that was taxiing away 
from the gate at Kennedy Airport 
late Monday when the plane was 
turned around and federal author- 
ities took him into custody, law 
enforcement officials said. Federal 
officials had placed him on a “no- 
fly” list hours before his arrest. 



A Breeding Ground for Terrorists? 

The arrest of Pakistan-born American Faisal Shahzad in connection with the attempted attack on Times Square puts 
Pakistan back in the spotlight as a pilgrimage destination for would-be terrorists. Over the past year, police have arrest- 
ed on terror charges a string of American residents who journeyed to Pakistan to try to meet anti-Western militant groups. 
Those travelers include Najibullah Zazi, left, an Afghan-born man who admitted to plotting bomb attacks in New York, 
and five young Americans from the Washington, D.C., area who left behind a video in which they discussed the need to 
defend Muslims. The recent trend leaves open the possibility that walk-on players from America could be welcomed in 
Pakistan, further motivated, then sent back to the U.S. to carry out attacks. “[Pakistan] is where you meet the leaders and 
get inspired and all the rest of it,” said author Ahmed Rashid. “This is the hub.” (Christian science monitor)

Holder said Shahzad was talk- 
ing to investigators, providing 
them with valuable information. 
The FBI read Shahzad his consti- 
tutional rights after he provided 
the information, and he continued 
to cooperate, FBI Deputy Director 
John Pistole said. 

President Obama said “hundreds 
of lives” may have been saved Satur- 
day night by the quick action of ordi- 
nary citizens and law enforcement 
authorities who raised the alarm 
about the 1993 Nissan Pathfinder 
rigged with a crude bomb made of 
gasoline, propane and fireworks. 
“As Americans and as a nation, we 
will not be terrorized. We will not 
cower in fear. We will not be intim- 
idated,” Obama said. 

Shahzad, 30, became a natural- 
ized U.S. citizen last year shortly 
before traveling to Pakistan, where 
he had a wife, according to law 
enforcement officials who spoke 
to The Associated Press on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Investigators hadn’t estab- 
lished an immediate connection 
to the Pakistani Taliban — which 
had claimed responsibility for the 
botched bombing — or any foreign 
terrorist groups, a law enforcement 
official told The AP. “He’s claimed 
to have acted alone, but these are 
things that have to be investigat- 
ed,” the official said, (ap)

Strasburg Takes the Next Step 


Nats promote top 
pick to Triple-A with 
eyes on June call-up

A city police officer who used a

Federal Faces 



Daniel Irwin, research scientist and 
director of SERVIR, National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 

Best Known for: Creating and run- 
ning NASA’s SERVIR program that’s 
currently assisting the rescue effort in 
Haiti. Irwin describes the program as 
“a space-to-village relationship” that 
employs “eyes in the sky and uses it 
for societal benefit.” SERVIR makes 


use of satellite technology to help of- 
ficials in Central America, Mexico, the 
Caribbean and Africa understand and 
respond to natural disasters, combat 
environmental problems, improve 
agricultural practices, and monitor 
air quality and climate change. 

Government service: A native of 
Rockville, Md., Irwin joined NASA in 
2001 as a scientist at the Marshall 
Space Flight Center in Huntsville, 
Ala., and engaged in using advanced, 
spaced-based imaging technology 
to locate old and abandoned Mayan 
cities in Guatemala’s rain forest. In 
2005, he created and became direc- 
tor of NASA’s environmental visual- 
ization and monitoring system used 
by developing nations. 

Biggest challenge: Working to 
meet the growing demands of de- 


veloping countries in many regions 
in the world that want to make use 
of the satellite images to help them 
cope with a wide range of environ- 
mental and climate issues. The avail- 
able resources do not match the 
needs, and “it takes time to develop 
the partnerships and the applications 
for each region.” 

Quote: “When people think of 
NASA, they think of Mars Explora- 
tion Rovers or finding water on the 
moon, but a big part of our mission 
is to study earth from space, to ad- 
vance scientific understanding and 
meet societal needs.” Right now “we 
are providing a bird’s eye view of the 
heavily damaged areas in Haiti, and 
making that information available to 
the response teams.” 



Rachel Dorman, Youth Policy Advi- 
sor, Office of Disability Employment 
Policy, Department of Labor 

Best known for: Working as a La- 
bor Department youth policy advisor 
on programs that encourage employ- 
ers to hire young people with disabil- 
ities and provide job-related guid- 
ance and assistance for those coming 
out of high school and college. Dor- 
man, who is legally blind, has spent 
time on initiatives giving high school 


students with physical, mental, visual 
and learning disabilities the chance 
to explore careers in science, math- 
ematics and technology. 

Government service: Dorman 
joined the Labor Department in 2002 
as an equal employment opportunity 
human resources specialist before 
becoming a youth policy advisor. 

Biggest challenge: Helping em- 
ployers overcome the misconcep- 
tions they have about people with 
disabilities. 

Quote: “Employment is the barrier 
that impacts people with disabilities. 
Our goal is to get the people who 
deal with employment to think about 
those with disabilities and give them 
the tools to work with.”

Karen Turner, Director, Office of De- 
veiopment Partners, U.S. Agency for 
internationai Deveiopment 

Best known for: Turner’s mission 
is to advance international develop- 
ment with an innovative twist: she 
leverages resources across sectors 
to meet shared development goals. 
Turner has fostered partnerships with 
companies such as Starbucks, Intel 
and Coke, plus the World Bank and 
United Nations, along with other gov- 
ernments, universities and small non- 
governmental organizations. 

Government service: After gradu- 
ating from Harvard, Turner started 
her career as a Wall Street lawyer, 
but left in 1985 to join USAID. She 
has spent most of her foreign service 
career working in Asia, the Middle 
East and the Caribbean where her 
last overseas assignment was mission 
director in Jamaica. 

Biggest challenge: Managing 
people, especially managing and 
mentoring junior officers who are 
learning how to function in countries 
around the world that are in various 
stages of development. 

Quote: “I most enjoy working on 
our field missions, having an oppor- 
tunity to see projects in action, talk- 
ing to beneficiaries and identifying 
how we might work with others to 
get the biggest bang for our buck.” 



Tracy Mustin, Director, Second Line 
of Defense, Office of Defense Nucie- 
ar Nonproiiferation, Nationai Nucie- 
ar Security Administration 

Best known for: Leading the U.S. 
government effort to put radiologi- 
cal and nuclear detectors at border 
crossings, airports and seaports 
across the globe, providing vital de- 
fenses against nuclear terrorists and 
rogue states. The program is active in 
nearly 40 countries, working collab- 
oratively with its foreign partners to 
provide the high-technology equip- 
ment and training so the host gov- 
ernments can assume responsibility. 

Government service: Seven years 
on active duty in the Navy and 19 
with the Department of Energy and 


the National Nuclear Security Admin- 
istration, including management of 
several international programs. 

Biggest challenge: “As our pro- 
gram has continued to grow, it is 
necessary to stay focused, meet 
deadlines and commitments, develop 
young talent and maintain a strategic 
vision in the midst of day-to-day tac- 
tical demands. The job also requires 
enormous patience, especially when 
dealing with people and organiza- 
tions from other countries and differ- 
ent cultures.” 

Quote: “Being in government lets 
you become part of addressing really 
big problems and there are many op- 
portunities that are unique, particu- 
larly with nuclear nonproliferation. 
Government service suits my ambi- 
tion, my attitude, and the kind of 
work objective that drives me.” 



John Fox, FBI Historian 

Best known for: Delving into details 
of the bureau’s rich and sometimes 
controversial past. Fox has written 
extensively about the FBI’s long his- 
tory, chronicled the bureau’s dealings 
with the Ku Klux Klan, its Cold War 
espionage activities and the growth 
of its forensic laboratory. Colleagues 
say he provides institutional memory 
for FBI leaders by recounting how the 
bureau has evolved to meet changing 
threats and by providing insights into 
past successes and missteps. 

Government service: With govern- 
ment and political science degrees 
from Notre Dame and Boston Col- 
lege along with a doctorate in Ameri- 
can History from the University of 
New Hampshire, Fox joined the FBI in 
1999 as a paralegal specialist in the 
Freedom of Information and Privacy 
Acts Section. He was named the FBI’s 
historian in 2002. 

Biggest challenge: Balancing de- 
mands for thorough research, public 
outreach, archival work and meeting 
the needs of academic researchers. 

Quote: “My job is to help the FBI 
and the public understand the his- 
torical context of what we are doing 
today, where we have come from and 
what challenges we may face in the 
future.”

A Duller ^Dark’ 


The Flaming Lips 
flub their remake 
of an iconic album 

CD Review 

As far as iconic albums go, few 
can reach the lofty status of Pink 
Floyd’s 1973 release “The Dark Side 
of the Moon.” 

So, it’s not too surprising for 
psychedelic weirdos the Flaming 
Lips to be so entranced with “Dark 
Side” that they recorded their own 
tribute to it. They didn’t do it alone, 
though; they teamed up with fellow 
Oklahomans Stardeath and White 
Dwarfs (featuring the nephew of 
Lips frontman Wayne Coyne), ex- 
Black Flagger Henry Rollins and 
Canadian singer Peaches. 

The real surprise in the Lips’

Unfortunately, the Lips found a 
third way of failing. They deviate 
just enough from the original to 
sound dissimilar but not so much 
that they sound innovative. 

It seems like every detail here 
just feels out of place. The robotic 
vocals on “Money” obfuscate the 
song’s original intensity and des- 
peration, while Rollins’ spoken 
intro before “Speak to Me/Breathe” 
sounds like he’s reading a script 
where the original felt like a more 
spur-of-the-moment rant. 

Quite simply. Pink Floyd’s “Dark 
Side of the Moon” makes you feel 
like you’re stoned even if you never 
touched the stuff, while the Flam- 
ing Lips’ version makes you want 
to get stoned, just to see whether 
that’ll make the album more bear- 
able.

Transcendent Tiffany 



Richmond shows 
off its wide array of 
artistic stained glass 

Exhibitions 

There is glass, and then there is 
Tiffany glass. 

Between the 1870s and 1920s, 
American artist Louis Comfort Tif- 
fany elevated this somewhat utili- 
tarian medium to high art, coaxing 
dimension and emotion from scraps 
and shards. In his hands, halos 
glowed and flowers blossomed. 

Richmond, Va., whose port trad- 
ed heavily with Tiffany’s home town 
of New York City, boasts a surpris- 
ingly high concentration of his 
works given the capital’s size. With 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts’ 
new permanent galleries, which 
opened Saturday, plus other pub- 
lic pieces in town, the city’s hold- 
ings exceed those in Washington 
and elsewhere in Virginia. 

In addition, this spring, Rich- 
mond puts the artist on a glass ped- 
estal for “Tiffany: Color and Light,” 
held at the VMFA between May 29 
and Aug. 15. About 170 items will 
be on display, demonstrating his 
strengths in stained glass, lamps 


and vases, and his forays into paint- 
ing, mosaics and other decorative 
arts. The show has appeared in 
Paris and Montreal, but the Rich- 
mond museum, which contribut- 
ed works from its own collection, 
is the sole U.S. stop. To stoke inter- 
est in the state, the museum creat- 
ed “Tiffany Windows of Virginia,” 
an online listing of 20 sites. 

To be sure. Tiffany’s creations 
pop up in everyday settings, includ- 
ing churches, historic homes and 
even the local cemetery. At May- 
mont Mansion, for example, one 
of his windows soars 15 feet high, 
basking nearly two floors in the 


serene glow of golden grapevines 
and azure skies. At Hollywood 
Cemetery, glass “gems” gleam in 
the Tiffany windows lining the 
mausoleum of cigarette magnate 
Lewis Ginter. And at St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church, 10 Tiffany 
windows and a mosaic altarpiece 
bathe the space in ethereal blues 
and grays. 

Encountering Tiffany’s glass- 
work is an “almost religious expe- 
rience,” says VMFA director Alex 
Nyerges. 

Such is the transcendent power 
of Tiffany, jenny mayo (the Washing- 
ton POST)

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Sip Pure Sophistication

Libations 


Your salt-numbed lips once 
smacked at the sight of a frozen- 
margarita machine. But unless 
you’re Jimmy Buffet, your tastes 
have likely evolved toward more 
grown-up gulps. Luckily, margari- 
tas and maturity needn’t be mutu- 
ally exclusive. 

Fete Mexico’s unlikely victory 
over French forces (you know, on 
the original Cinco de Mayo in 1862) 
with a toast to another improbable 
triumph: the spread of handcraft- 
ed tequila in America. 

“When you say ‘tequila,’ people 
think about college days and tak- 
ing shots,” says Ivan Iricanin, bar 
manager of Masa 14 (1825 14th St. 
NW; 202-328-1414), where you can 
peruse a list of more than 130 pure 
agave tequilas. “We try to educate 
people that tequila can be a great 
mixing ingredient and a great sip- 
ping drink, too.” 

Though top-shelf tequila is a 
sip -able tipple, its earthy under- 
tones can also enhance cocktails. 


“Tequila has an incredible herba- 
ceous quality. Because of that, it 
has so much flexibility,” says Adam 
Bernbach, bar manager at Proof 
(775 G St. NW; 202-737-7663). 
He stirs a sage-green, martini- 
style elixir consisting of Char- 
treuse, bianco tequila, white port 
and an orange twist. 

The spirit’s slow-grown 
smokiness is what’s 


missing from many 
margaritas. A well- 
made one should be 


“the perfect exam- 
ple of simplicity and 
balance in a cocktail,” 
says Cheryl Charming, 
author of “Just Margar- 
itas and Sangrias” ($10, 
Lyons Press). The trick 


is nailing the ratio of strong, weak, 
sweet and sour. At Oyamel Coci- 
na Mexicana (401 7th St. NW; 202- 
628-1005), general manager Steve 
Fowler sticks to a classic recipe that 
calls for two parts bianco tequila 
to one part Triple Sec or Cointreau 
and fresh-squeezed lime juice. 

Masa 14’s Iricanin slings a crisp- 
er cocktail by omitting the orange 
liqueur. His recipe: half a lime, an 
ounce of light agave syrup (or sim- 
ple syrup), and an ounce and a half 
of reposado tequila, shaken well 
and served on the rocks. On Cinco 
de Mayo, Masa 14 will also serve $5 
classic, hibiscus, blueberry, tama- 
rind and coconut margaritas, plus 
a tequila-tasting sampler.

Inspired bartenders — and a 
few mad ones, too — have twisted 
margaritas a million ways. “These 
days, ordering a margarita is like 
saying, ‘Give me a martini,”’ says 
Jason Robey, bartender at Wood- 
ley Park’s New Heights Restau- 
rant (2317 Calvert St. NW; 202- 
234-4110). “The sky is really the 
limit with tequila.” 

To make sure yours stays on the 
right side of crazy, stick to fresh 
ingredients, from muddled pineap- 
ple and watermelon to spicy jala- 
peno. Or, splash in some ginger 
liqueur or olive juice (for an Austin 
favorite called the Mexican Marti- 
ni). Charming likes to swap Triple 
Sec for raspberry Chambord, vanil- 
la Tuaca or melon Midori. 

Once you’ve mastered the mar- 
garita, you might try the Paloma, a 
fizzy highball with Jamaican Ting 
or any other grapefruit soda. But 
no matter how you drink the stuff, 
choose a high-quality tequila as 
your base. “It doesn’t have to be 
expensive,” Fowler says. “It just 
has to be 100 percent blue agave.”

Tequila 101 


To those who think 

the two kinds of tequila 
j are Cuervo Gold and Sil- 
ver, take note: There’s a 
reason Tequila Night often 
turns into a nnurky nnorning 
after. Popular bar brands, called 
“nnixto" tequilas, contain a nnininnunn 
of 51 percent blue agave; the rest is a 
headache-inducing blend of fernnent- 
able sugars and carannel coloring. 
Pure tequila is labeled 100 percent 
agave and is broken down into bianco, 
reposado and ahejo. 

When alcohol supplies fronn Eu- 
rope dried up during World War II, inn- 
porting tequila fronn Mexico surfaced 
as an appealing alternative, explains 
Steve Fowler, general manager of 
Oyamel Cocina Mexicana. Its sudden 
popularity resulted in low-quality 
spirits bottled quickly to make a fast 
buck. Imbibers killed the flavor by 
licking salt and sucking on limes. 

Today’s tequila lovers, though, 
say the pure variety is too complex to 
knock back as a throwaway shot. “In a 
lot of ways, tequila is a more nuanced 
spirit because of the three general 
fields," says Adam Bernbach, bar 
manager at Proof downtown. 


BLANCO is distilled un-aged te- 
quila. The harsh, agave-forward flavor 
is best for swigging shots or mixed 
with dry vermouth for an herbaceous 
martini-style cocktail. 


REPOSADO sits in wood barrels 
for two to 11 months, a process that 
infuses the spirit with a sweeter, more 
balanced flavor. Fans of Manhattans 
might try swapping this for bourbon. 

ANEJO, aged from one to three 
years, is sweeter yet with heavy notes 
of baking spices and vanilla, while 
tequila aged more than three years is 
classified as an extra ahejo. Similar to 
Scotch, these spirits are best sipped 
slowly or sweetened as an Old-Fash- 
ioned cocktail. K.K.
